Later 
as records go this one was 
shattered in 1911 by a time 
of up 1 hour 17 minutes and 
down? in 43 minutes. 

In those early years, and 
the faces sponsored by the 
Police Gazette, many run- 
niers come from foreign 
countries such as Switzer¬ 
land, Australia, New Zea¬ 
land, some of them Olympic 
runners, and publicity was 
nation-wide about the races 
and their winners. 

Time did not permit fur¬ 
ther research except for the 
year 1929 and 1930. In those 
years the races started at 6 
a.m. and the distance had 
been cut to 3.4 miles one 
way and was won in 1929 
by Harold J. Williams in 36 


minutes. In 1930 they in¬ 
creased the route to 4.1 
miles and August Alquist 
won? the race, one way, in 38 
minutes. Also recorded in 
the first wave of runners to 
reach the top was Henry 
Neutzel in 47.06 minutes and 
Fred La Lone 51.21 minutes. 

The races were always 
held in? the spring around 
the time of the Wistaria 
Festival, and as is record¬ 
ed sometimes they had as 
many as 350 entries in the 
races, with the town be¬ 
decked in flags and banners 
for the occasion. 

Many old timers were pre¬ 
sent for the 1965 races and 
smiles were very vivid on 
their faces as they must 
have recalled the days many 
years ago when such activi- 
t i e s were successfully 
staged.

If the president disputes 
this. Congress decides the 
issue and the president may 
be forced to step aside. In 
this case the vice president 
would become acting presi¬ 
dent and would succeed to 
the powers and duties of the 
office, but not to the office 
itself.

Wasteful VISTA 


Any among our readers who remember Fibber McGee 
and Molly of radio fame will recognize the title of this 
editorial as a rather outrageous pun on that delightful 
couple’s imaginary “estate.” It is inspired by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity’s request for a $24,500,000 budget for 
its domestic peace corps, which is officially known as 
Volunteers in Service to America (VISTA). 

A newspaper survey of VISTA’s first fiscal year re¬ 
vealed some Interesting statistics: 

It had spent $3,100,000, and had 202 trained volunteers 
to show for it. 

At the same time the OEO listed 120 salaried employees 
in its VISTA division — more than one for every two trained 
volunteers. 

Among the training courses offered was “laboratory 
practice in the science of charity.” 

Despite such alluring subjects, VISTA had a dropout 
rate of 14 per cent. 

Which suggests the typical cynical taxpayer’s reaction: 
perhaps the next logical dropout is VISTA itself. 

Buck Passing 

The use of bonds to finance public projects often has 
been criticized as a shifting of burdens to future genera¬ 
tions. Without debating the merits of that many-faceted 
question, may we call attention to the fact that we, too, 
are a “future generation.” 

In his report on state general fund revenues and major 
cost expenditures for the first two months of 1965, Con¬ 
troller Alan Cranston reveals that bond interest and re¬ 
demption totalled $33,809,476. 'This was more than any 
single major source of income except the sales tax. It was 
more than we spent on aid to families with dependent chil¬ 
dren, or the University of California, or aid to needy aged. 

So, while in some cases we may be passing the buck 
to posterity, at least we know how it feels. We’re passing 
quite a few bucks along to the state to pay off our own 
fiscal inheritance.
